Siena Madre Chapter of the 
American Red Cross will receive 
payments for Japanese earthquake 
and fire relief at the Sierra Madre 
Savings bs k. 

One thousand dollars is the quota 
assigned to Sierra Madre, accord¬ 
ing to Mayor Robert Mitchell, local 
chairman of the Red Cross organi¬ 
zation. 

The great disaster which has over¬ 
whelmed Japan in the destruction of 
her chief cities and the death of 
more than a quarter of a million 
persons, has caused a large number 
of Sierra Madre people ulready to 
volunteer contributions. Within a 
few hours after the circulation of 
the morning papers telling of the 
tragedy, people began calling up 
the News office to inquire where 
they could make their payments. 

The proini „ ami generous aid giv¬ 
en hy the local Japanese residents 
to every appeal for the Red Cross 
and other causes during the war is 
recalled hy all who were in touch 
with those activities. Every drive 
and patriotic appeal met with ready 
response from them. They made 
large contributions, individually and 
as u body. It is urged that the spir¬ 
it shown by them he equalled if not 
surpassed in meeting the emergency 
which has fallen upon their country¬ 
men and relatives. 


As head of the Red Cross chapter, 
Mayor Mitchell will probably call a 
meeting of workers to organize a 
campaign committee to solicit funds 
for Sierra Madre’s quota. Sierra 
Madre has never yet fallen down on 
such an assignment. Every drive 
went over the top in splendid shape. 

Volunteer contributions will great¬ 
ly assist the Red Cross organization 
and cut down the work of solicita¬ 
tion. Citizens are urged to make 
their payments promptly and not to 
await the arrival of a solicitor or 
mail appeal. 

No calamity in modern times has 
equalled the Japanese earthquake in 
extent or loss of life. Owing to the 
distance and interrupted communica¬ 
tion, the details are still compara¬ 
tively meager. As they* sift through 
by cable and radio, the disaster loses 
nothing in its appalling horror. 

Dilferences of opinion over race 
questions are lost sight of in the 
universal impulse to aid suffering 
humanity. Questions of immigration 
or business competition are lost 
sight of. They have no place in con¬ 
sideration of the thing to be done in 
a great emergency like this.

CONTROL OF FIRE DANGER

That Los Angeles will lead the 
United States in the matter of pro¬ 
tection against fires was indicated 
Tuesday when the board of super¬ 
visors took the initial step in an ex¬ 
tended campaign of county-wide or¬ 
ganization in checking and combat¬ 
ing destructive fires. 

The board created 21 new fire dis¬ 
tricts, to cover virtually the entire 
county. At each of these districts 
a deputy fire warden will be sta¬ 
tioned constantly. In addition each 
will be equipped with all necessary 
fire fighting apparatus and motor¬ 
ized equipment. 

In this manner the county will be 
thoroughly patrolled and guarded 
against the fire menace. In the event 
of a fire the nearest station will be 
notified, thus eliminating much of 
the present delay in reaching fires 
in outlying districts. Should the fire 
prove of such a nature that addi¬ 
tional aid is needed, other stations

Abolition of Rent No More Plausi¬ 
ble Than Abolition of Pay 
on Loans, Expert Shows. 

It la do more unreasonable to pay In¬ 
terest on a loan of money than to 
pay rent on a house, declares William 
T. Foster, Director of the Pollack 
Foundation for Economic Research. In 
exposing the fallacy of the attack on 
Interest charges by Henry Ford and 
Thomas A. Edison In their commodity 
money scheme to do away with the 
present financial system. Mr. Foster’s 
argument Is reviewed In the present 
article which is one of a series pre¬ 
pared by the American Bankers Asso¬ 
ciation. 

"The Ford-EdUon commodity money 
plan is regarded as a step toward ths 
abolition of all Interest charges.” Mr. 
Foster says. “ ‘Interest,’ says ths 
Dearborn Independent. ‘Is a tax that 
tew ancient tyrants would have dared 
Impose. Interest In actual modern 
practice Is a contrivance whereby all 
production is taxed by parasites, and 
whereby money is given a supremacy 
over men, material and management 
which It cannot sustain.’ 

Renting Money 

“But Is there really anything more 
terrible about paying for the use of 
money than about paying for the use 
of anything else? Suppose a farmer 
llnds himself In need of a harvesting 
machine, and without enough money 
to buy one. In that case he can either 
borrow a machine of Neighbor Brown 
or borrow money and buy a machine. 
The farmer would consider It right 
to pay In some way for the use of the 
machine. Why should he expect to 
borrow money—which Is honored In 
the markets In payment for the same 
machine—without paying for the use 
of the money? 

“Now let us suppose that the farm¬ 
er uses the machine so successfully 
that be saves a thousand dollars. 
With that money he can buy a farm 
and he can let Neighbor Brown have 
the use of It. Neighbor Brown natu¬ 
rally would expect to pay rent. In¬ 
stead of buying the farm, however, he 
could lend the thousand dollars to his 
neighbor In order that his neighbor 
might buy the farm. In that case 
Neighbor Brown should expect to pay 
for the rent of the money. All this 
seems clear. When the transactions 
are as simple as these It Is piuln that 
there Is Just as great propriety In 
charging for the use of money as In 
charging for the use of things that 
money will buy. 

Loaned Money Builds a School 

“We may assume, however, that the 
farmer does not wunt to buy land and 
Neighbor Brown does not wunt to 
borrow money. In that case the 
fanner deposits his thousand dollars 
In a bank and the bank pays him In¬ 
terest for the use of hts money But 
the bank can pay interest only If It 
makes profitable use of his money 
Now the bank finds that the city 
needs a hlgh school building, and bus 
decided to borrow enough money to 
construct it. In order to obtain the 
money the city has Issued bonds, each 
of which Is a promise to pay one thou¬ 
sand dollars at a specified date, auJ 
Interest In the meantime at a specified 
rate. The bank buys one of these 
bonds. Thus the farmer has had a 
part In providing the city with a 
school building; and the farmer has 
Just as much right to expect Interest 
for the use of his money as though he 
had loaned the money directly or In¬ 
directly to Neighbor Brown.” 

“CAPITALISTS”—AND 

DON’T KNOW IT 

A good many people who rail 
against capital are beating their own 
backs Some are savings bank deposit¬ 
ors; some have shares In building and 
loan associations; some have bought 
a liberty bond; some have ordered a 
stock of goods for their store. All of 
them, without knowing It. have per¬ 
formed a great miracle, for they have 
turned the work of their handa or 
their brains into a new product which, 
while It helps them. Is helping thou¬ 
sands of others. Every one of them 
la a capitalist as most of us are—un¬ 
less we are tramps or paupers or 
ne’er-do-well*—and we may well be 
proud of the name. For capitalism, 
Instead of being the devilish Inven¬ 
tion of a tew selfish Interests, le the 
great material force that has lifted 
millions from poverty, degradation 
snd slavery. 

Like other human Institutions, capi¬ 
tal can be abused. So, too, csn eye¬ 
sight and health and education and 
love. Part of America's great Job Is 
to remedy snd prevent such abuses. 
Sans people, however, do not cut off 
their feet to get rid of their corn*. 

Capital Is today’s surplus. It is 
what gives us s better start tomorrow 
than we bad today. If we don’t save 
It, we don't have It. and when we 
have It, It Is useless until It Is put to 
work. 

If thrift Is right, then It Is right 
that people should acquire funds as 
the result of their Industry and self- 
denial. But monoy that Is merely 
hoarded Is like water that becomes 
stagnant; it Is harmful, not helpful. 
When money Is put to work. It Is like 
water power; it turns the wheels of 
Industry. Increases employment and 
rales* the general level of comfort. 

When every producer can create a 
surplus and that surplus can be gatb 
ercd Into a common fund and put tc 
work for tha common good we shall 
have reached sn Ideal con Milon.—

purposes will be 68 
cents on $100 assessed valuation, a 
1 reduction of 8 cents from the rate of 
last year. This includes $100,000 to 
be used in conjunction with the rail¬ 
roads for separation of grade cross¬ 
ings throughout the county and 
$100,000 towards the county’s share 
of building the six viaducts over the 
Los Angeles river, viz.: Macy, Ali- 
so, First, Fourth, Seventh and Ninth 
streets. 

The district road tax levied on j 
property outside of incorporated cit¬ 
ies will be 35 cents on $100 assessed 
valuation, a reduction of 10 cents 
from the present rate. The reduc- 1 
lion in the combined road and coun¬ 
ty tax rate this year will be 18 j 
cents. 

The reduction in the road tax is 
largely on account of the greatly ; 
increased assessed valuation in the 
First and Fourth Supervisorial dis¬ 
tricts on account of the oil fields at 
Santa Fe Springs, Signal Hill and 
Torrance. The increase in the as- ; 
sessed valuation of these two dis¬ 
tricts for the year is $90,082,299, for 
property outside of incorporated cit¬ 
ies. These figures do not include any 
levy for local improvements such as 
lighting districts, road improvement! 
districts, school districts, etc.

Du* to Change* In Supply, Demand 

and Price* of Commodities 
Caused by War—Federal 
Reserve Not to Blame. 

The mistaken notion that the cur¬ 
rency is inflated and deflated by the 
government in the United States from 
motives beyond the understanding of 
average people is effectually set at 
rest by George E. Roberts, noted 
banker and exponent of sound money. 
In an article in the Journal of the 
American Bankers Association. 

“There has been inflation by the 
governments of Germany- and other 
European countries, which have is- j 
sued money for the purpose of paying 
their expenses,” Mr. Roberts says. 
“The United States Government has 
done nothing of this kind since the 
Civil War. 

"There is a genuine need for elas¬ 
ticity in the volume of currency, and j 
for machinery to adjust it to the legit- I 
imate needs of the country. The j 
means provided are the Federal Re- i 
serve Banks, authorized to issue cur- | 
rency to their member banks, either 
In payment of deposits or for loans. 

Side-Tracked Like Freight Cars 
\ "More currency is needed in Sep¬ 
tember, October, November and De¬ 
cember than In January and February. 

. As business slackens, currency nat¬ 
urally retires from circulation. Money 
accumulates in the member banks 
and they send it In to the Reserve 
banks, which in effect retires it, as 
freight cars are retired when traffic 
falls off. 

“What caused the great inflation of 
credit and currency? It was due pri¬ 
marily to the war, which made ex¬ 
traordinary demands upon the indus¬ 
tries and caused a great rise of wages 
and prices. It was inevitable that 
more credit and money would be 
called for to carry on business. 

"The boom year of business that fol¬ 
lowed the armistice was likewise ab¬ 
normal. The end of the war released 
a great many demands that had been 
held In check. The foreign demands 
upon us at first Increased. There was 
a temporary stimulus, but the volume 
of business was abnormal and could 
not be sustained. Agricultural pro¬ 
duction in Europe revived, the prices 
of agricultural products moved back 
toward normal, importations from the 
United States fell off, prices declined, 
"deflation” began. 

"Some say ‘inflation should not be 
permitted,' but if war occurs Inflation 
is unavoidable. Recruiting armies 
makes a labor scarcity. Contractors 
bid above going wages to attract men. 
The war industries did the same and 
the peace industries raised wages to 
hold their men. Governments of Eu¬ 
rope sent representatives to this coun¬ 
try to buy food and they hid up prices 
on the grain exchanges. Higher levels 
of wages and prices meant that more 
credit and money was required to 
handle business. 

More Business, More Money 

"The increased issues of currency 
was a result of allowing business to 
go ahead, upon the rising level of 
wages and prices. When a factory 
pay-roll doubled, twice as much cur¬ 
rency had to be furnished for it 
. When cotton rose from 10 cents a 
, pound to 30 and 40, more currency 
was required to handle the crop, and 
so all around the circle. 

"Deflation did not come by an act 
of the government or the Federal Re¬ 
serve authorities In suddenly witn- 
’ drawing money from circulation. De¬ 
flation came -naturally when business 
■ foil off and prices declined. Just as 
an Increasing volume of business at 
higher prices called more currency 
into use, so a decreasing volume of 
business at lower prices released cur¬ 
rency from use and caused It to re- 
I turn to the Reserve banks 

"There has been absolutely nothing 
new or strange in these price move¬ 
ments related to the war. Inflation 
and deflation have been Just as al¬ 
ways when wars have occurred. The 
only new factor has been the popula¬ 
tion. That Is always being renewed, 
and most people do not learn by the 
experlnee of others. When hard times 
come it is always the thing to lay the 
blamed on somebody, and this time 
the Federal Reserve System baa taken 
moat of it.” 

AMERICAN SAVINGS INCREASE 

New York.—Continued increase in 
the savings of the American people 
Is indicated by the latest national 
compUat2>n Just completed by the 
Savings Hank Division of the Ameri¬ 
can Bankers Association. Savings de¬ 
posits in banks and trust companies 
of the United States were reported at 
117,300,000.000, June 30. 1922, the last 
available nation-wide figures, as com¬ 
pared with $16,620,000,000, June 30, 
1921. This is an Increase of $680.- 
000,000 or 4.1 per cent. 

The number of savings depositors, 
as indicated by the number of ac¬ 
counts. shows an Increase of 4 9 per 
cent, with the states reporting for the 
first time In 1922 excluded. The third

What is undoubtedly the most 
strenuous season in the history of 
football at the University of South¬ 
ern California faces Coach Elmer C. 
Henderson and his Trojans this year. 
The schedule brings the Cardinal 
and Gold pig-skinners up against 
every strong team on the Pacific 
coast, and it is known that dicker- 
ings are being made to schedule a 
game with a representative Eastern 
or Middle Western eleven for De¬ 
cember 8. 

There is probably not another 
eleven in the Pacific coast conference 
which faces so many powerful teams 
as Henderson’s men must go up 
against this year. Practice starts 
on September 15, and two weeks lat¬ 
er, September 29, the first game is 
with the California Institute of 
Technology.

On October 13 the squad meets 
Nevada, and last year the Wolves 
gave Henderson's men the scare of 
their lives. This game will be hard 
fought throughout and will be so 
hotly contested tl^at there is a 
strong chance that one or two of 
the squad's best men ' will be in¬ 
jured. On October 20 the team plays 
the University of Washington in Se¬ 
attle. This should be the hardest 
fought game of the season. 

Coming down to the coast, Hen¬ 
derson’s team stops off at Palo Alto 
to play Stanford on October 27. An¬ 
dy Kerr will have a defensive team, 
and if the Trojans are weakened as 
a result of their Seattle game the 
contest is liable to end in disaster 
for them. 

On November 10, in the Coliseum, 
the squad plays Its most important 
game of the year with the Univer¬ 
sity of California.
